HONOR BOONE BIRTHDAY TODAY 


Today marks the 208rd anniver- 
sary of the birth of Daniel Boone, 
one of the most romantic and most 
picturesque characters known in 
the annals of American history. 

Yet, despite, popular belief, Dan- 
iel Boone was not the founder of 
Kentucky. He was led through the 
Cumberland Gap by John Finley, 
and Boone’s settlement, Boones- 
borough was not the first settle- 
ment in Kentucky, being preceed- 
ed by Harrodsburg by over a year. 

Daniel Boone was a hunter, ex- 
plorer, surveyor, and a land pilot. 
He had no equal as a guide, nor 
for his understanding of the In- 
dians, but Boone was not a man of 
affairs. He was never able to hold 
on to the land he had been the 
fore-runner in settling; he always 
lost to the encroaching horde of 
civilization with the explanation: 
“Guess [ll move on where there’s 
elbow room.” .

DISCUSS MAJORS 


Although colleges may change 
from year to year, college students 
remain very much the same, in the 
opinion of Director D. K. Ham- 
mond. 

“Since jaysee was established in 
1915, the department of letters and 
science still leads in the number of 
students majoring in it.

J. Russell Bruff, head of the sci- 
ence department, thinks that a 
smaller percentage is now enrolled 
in his botany and zoology classes 
than formerly. He attributes’ this 
to the greater number of science 
courses being offered. 

_ It is his opinion that the greatest 
single occurence in the history of 
jJaysee was the earthquake which 
brought about the separation of the 
college and high school. The move 
has resulted in an improvement in 
the morale of both student bodies, 
according to Mr. Bruff.—BETTY 
FRYE:
